AMHERST, Mass. — Marsh 
McLean, Amherst’s All-Ameri- 
can shortstop, can run up foot- 
ball yardage as well as base- 
ball batting percentage points. 

McLean is a cover boy this 
year. His picture is on the 
cover of the first collegiate 
baseball guide. published this 
year by the National Collegiate 
Athletic Bureau. 

One of three McLeans at Am- 
herst this year, Marsh is help- 
ing the family to produce some- 
thing of a dynasty. Brother 
Alan is assistant chaplain of 
the College, while younger 
brother Bob was a football 
teammate and a powerful line- 
man for Ambherst’s hockey 
team, 

But since last spring, the 
athletic spotlight has been fo- 
cussed on Marsh. The tall, 
rangy infielder from Ayer, 
Mass., more than lived up to 
the great things predicted for

him. And in the fall, he made 


his mark on the New England 
football world by becoming the 
star halfback for the Jeffs’ 
outstanding 7-1 squad, — 
McLean, though, is predom- 
inantly a baseball player. He 
looks the part, In the field, he 
strikingly resembles the great 
Marty Marion. But McLean 
can hit, and it is his batting 


skill which makes him most 
dangerous, 

Last year, he batted at a 
434 clip, putting him among 
the top men in the nation. That 
average Was not made up of 
scratch hits, , who is a 
line drive hitter, collected as 
many extra base knocks as any 
man on the team, to lead the 
Jeffs to a fine 12-6 record in- 
cluding the coveted “Little 
Three” title. 

During one five-game surge, 
he managed to collect 16 hits 
in 24 trips to the plate. A left- 
handed batter, McLean is just 
plain dificult to get out. He 
can hit to the opposite field, 
has the speed to beat out 
scratch hits, and can hit the 
long ball. He pos’seses a mar- 
velous batting eye and is a 
cool field general,

Rocked by almost a half-million 
dollar player raiding, the Big Ten 
Conference has discussed the pos- 
sibility of abandoning collegiate 
baseball, 

Doug Mills, athletic director of 
the University of Illinois, reveal- 
ed that the Big Ten had talked 
about dropping the sport because 
of the inroads made by profes- 
sional baseball’s raids, Mills’ 
statement was reported by T. O, 
White,fsports editor of the Cham- 
paign-Urbana News-Gazette, 


RECENTLY THE veteran Tex: 
as Christian athletic director, 
Dutch Meyer, said the Southwest 
conference had discussed drop- 
ping college baseball because of 
pro raiding of teams, 

The latest school-year signings 
by the pros in the Big Ten were 
Ohio State’s Frank Howard by 
the Los Angeles Dodgers and Illi 
nois’ Tom Haller by the San 
Francisco Giants. 

Haller, said he had asked the 
Giants to write into his contract 
that the San Francisco club pay 
the University of Illinois $2,500 te 
cover the sum the UI athletic as- 
sociation had contributed in 
grants for his athletic scholar- 
ship, 

“This isn’t a scholarship I am 
setting up,” Haller explained, “It 
is just repayment of what the as- 
sociation put in for my education, 


-|I thought it was only fair to re 


pay the money, since I can’t con- 
tinue to. compete for the univer 
sity.” . 

The University of Illinois’ ath- 
letic director said that the sum 
could not be given to the athletic 
association but could be given to 
an ‘achievement fund to aid wor 
thy athletes. 


COMMENTING ON the con- 
tinuing player raids, Mills said: 
“It is rather widespread, Cer- 
tainly the major leagues have 
shown no mercy on college ball 
and Tom’s case is the first indi- 
cation they are at all interested 
in what happens to baseball at 
the college level.” 

Bill Schrader, columnist for the 
News-Gazette, compiled a list of 
Big Ten players signed and said 
that the signing of Ohio State’s 
Howard would boost the bonuses

How The Seventh Inning 
Stretch Was Invented 


By ABE CHANIN 

WHERE DID the famous seventh inning: stretch come 
from? 

It came from collegiate baseball. 

Jim McSweeney, sports publicity director for Manhat- 
tan College in New York, comes up with the story of how 
the seventh inning stretch was invented: 

“Brother Jasper, the Prefect of Disciple for Manhattan 
College in the 1880’s, had the care and responsibility of the 
student body during hours of recreation 
and play. Whenever the Manhattan base- 
ball team had a home game, Brother Jas- 
per marched the entire student body to the 
field and seated them in a section of the 
stands. 

“He sharply admonished them not to 
leave their seats or move-about until the game was over and 
they were ready to return to the college for the evening meal. 

“Meanwhile Brother Jasper went down to the bench 
to direct the play of the Manhattan baseball team. 

“Kindly man that he was, but iron-handed disciplin- 
arian, his orders were never challenged. His eagle eyes 
shifted from the playing field to the stands and the students 
never moved. 

“It happened on a sultry day in 1882, Manhattan was 
playing the Metropolitans, a semi-pro club, at 107th Street 
between Sixth and Seventh Avenues in New York. The game 
was a long and drawn out affair. 

“As the game passed the mid-way mark, Brother Jasper 
noticed the youngsters in the stands were getting restless 
and unruly. So as his team came to bat in the seventh in- 
ning, he went over to the stands and told the student spec- 
tators to stand, stretch and move about for a minute or two. 
The move eased the tension and unrest and Brother Jasper 
repeated this in the next few games. 

“Soon the student body made it a practice ‘to give it 
the old seventh inning stretch’. And since Manhattan played 
many of its games in the old Polo Grounds, the seventh in- 
ning stretch was passed along to Giant fans and eventually 
throughout the world of baseball.”

I have been pleased with your 
paper.

I speak from experience 
having coached four years in sun- 
ny California, It’s this difference 
which has prompted me to once 
again set forth my views. 

I wonder if through your pa- 
per you couldn’t help baseball 
solve some problems and at the 
same time help solve other dif- 
ficult problems, 

The season here is at best short 
—and wet, I don’t mean to infer 
that you can’t play twenty games 
—you can—but it's a bit of a 
go’ to accomplish this at times. 

The ideal time for our base- 
ball is summer, Also it seems lo- 
gical to me that this old beef of 
college ball and pro ball is also 
a trifle silly, No boy with a fat 
hundred thousand waving under 
his nose is going to ignore it. 
As a mater of fact it takes sev- 
eral years for some of us to make 
this kind of money. 

Why wouldn’t it be better to 
face three major problems and 
have baseball in general and col- 
lege baseball in particular solve 
the situation? Frankly, with a 
little publicity and a few meet- 
ings these problems could all be 
solved. , 

Problem 1—The major leagues 
are raiding the college diamonds. 
Most of those raided have finish- 
ed their sophomore years; under 
a different set-up with a draft— 
money would be saved ang a bet- 
ter balance in pro-ball attained. 

Problem 2—Summer ball as it 
now stands requires enforcement 
and excessive legislation, College 
ball would also make your paper 
a year around must. 

Problem 3—Our national edu- 
cation system faces severe prob- 
lems in terms of numbers with 
the expected influx of students in 
the next ten years, There just 
isn’t room at the present, 

Problem 4—The short baseball 
season faced by a majority of the 
colleges and universities in the 
country. 

I feel that the tupic merits 
thought—and I would very much 
like your reaction.

AS HAS BEEN said many times, the catcher on 
a baseball team is like the quarterback on the football 
team. He is the Field General. It is his job to keep the 
ball club on its toes and alive. He is in the best position to 
see the defensive alignmént of his club, as well as to note 
the feel or tempo of his fielders. 

If everything isn’t just to his liking, it behooves him to 
stop the game, and wake up his defense. He should be the 
leader of his club, and one in whom his teammates will have 
confidence and respect. Good bounce and hustle on the part 
of the catcher will rub off on his teammates. An inspira- 
tional catcher is the key to any successful baseball team. 

A good catcher will continually study his opposition— 
trying to discover and determine their strong and weak 
points. Are they pull hitters, spray hitters, power hitters, 
“leggers,” bunters (push and drag), fast ball hitters, curve 
ball hitters, etc.? With this store of knowledge, the sound 
catcher can set his defense and guide his pitcher. 

The catcher should also know the speed of his oppo- 
sition — who are the fast base runners and who are the 
slow base runners. He should know if the opponents like 
to hit and run, steal, double steal and delay steal. With 
this background of knowledge, the catcher is not only going 
to make himself look good, but also. make his club look good. 

The good catcher should know the strength and weak- 
ness of his pitchers. He should pace his pitchers so they 
will have a little left for the later i of the game. Some 
pitchers need periodic bits of encouragement whereas others 
work best when they are reprimanded. 

The successful catcher should recognize this as early 
as possible, and practice his psychology with the pitchers 
throughout the season. Here again, the essence of confi- 
dence between catcher and pitcher and vice versa will go 
a long way to making a winning ball club. This confidence 
is developed from the start of the season to the end of the 
sgason, and is inculcated between innings as well as on and 


- off the field. The catcher is in the best position to know 


if his pitcher is losing his stuff, and should notify the coach 


a ‘ 
Remember, you’re catching to win at all times. Culti- 
vate this spirit early in your career and see that it spreads 


to the rest of your club.
